Christians world over

JERUSALEM (UPI) - In this city that 
both consider holy, Christians trudged 
the traditional path over which Jesus 
bore his cross and Jews offered Pass- 
over prayers at the Wailing Wall today. 
Christian pilgrims from the United 
States and many other nations com­ 
memorated with solemnity 
this Good 
Friday, marking the day on which Christ 
died by crucifixion roughly 2,000 years 
ago. 
Scores of the faithful 
moved slowly 
along the Via Dolorosa, or Way of Sor­ 
rows, stopping at each of the 14 Sta­ 
tions of the Cross and finally arriving 
at the Church of the Holy Sepulchre. 
The church marks the site where Jesus 
was believed entombed, and from which 
Scripture proclaims he arose three days 
later.

posed press censorship would bring 
“ a serious weakening” of the people’s 
confidence in the government. 
In a resolution passed by the union 
presidium and published today, the jour­ 
nalists 
supported 
the 
party leader­ 
ship in its present crisis with the Sovi­ 
et Union but did not support the cen­ 
sorship program imposed Wednesday at 
Soviet insistence. 
Blaming 
“ antisocialist” 
sentiment 
and the news media for supporting it, 
the Communist leadership Wednesday 
cracked down following anti Soviet de­ 
monstrations 
triggered by a Czecho­ 
slovak 
hockey 
victory 
last 
Friday 
over the Soviet team. 
“ To lump together all the unsolved 
problems and to put blame from them 
at the door of the mass media would 
be to knowingly and one-sidedly 
sim­ 
plify the whole problem of the society,” 
the journalists’ resolution said. 
The imposition of new censorship “ is 
a step which . . . creates the oppor­ 
tunity for a return to a serious weak­ 
ening of the contact of the press, radio 
and television with millions of citizens 
in a dialogue which is the expression 
of mutual confidence between the peo­ 
ple and their leadership,” it said.

Organ told a gathering of local United 
Fund directors at the meeting in the 
City Hall that his action in creating 
the latter committee was not meant as 
Death sentence 
for Sirhan now 
thought remote 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The chances 
of Sirhan B 
Sirhan going to the gas 
chamber for killing Robert Kennedy faded 
into the remotest shadows today after 
the prosecution’s own psychiatrist said 
he should be spared. 


Dr. Seymour Pollack told the murder 
trial 
jury Thursday the young Arab’s 
mental illness was so substantial he hop- 
ed Sirhan would get a life sentence and 
undergo medical treatment. 


After almost three months of a trial 
that has cost an estimated $1 million, 
Pollack admitted under cross examina­ 
tion he personally had told the district 
attorney Sirhan’s mental disease should 
spare him. 


Pollack, a professor of psychiatry 
at the University of Southern California, 
stressed he still felt Sirhan had the men­ 
tal capability to plan the murder of Ken­ 
nedy and to know the consequences of 
his act. 


Pollack said he did not feel Sirhan 
should avoid a verdict of first degree 
murder with the jury deciding on life or 
death. 


“ I am opposed to capital punishment 
for moral, professional and other rea­ 
sons,” Pollack said. “ But I did not let 
that interfere with my diagnosis of S ir­ 
han I felt it my duty to society to re­ 
port my findings and I believe he had 
the mental capacity to deliberate kill­ 
ing Kennedy.” 


Defense counsel Grant Cooper pressed 
him as to what he had reported to the 
district attorney’s office and quoted a 
report in which Pollack said: 


“ This 
defendant’s 
mental 
illness 
should be a substantial mitigating fac­ 
tor on the matter of penalty. I hope Sir­ 
han is able to avoid the death penalty 
and accept medical treatment at the state 
center at Vacaville.”

Hayakawa top 
vote getter, 
poll indicates 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A private 
statewide poll taken by a group of 
Democratic leaders shows Dr. S I Haya­ 
kawa is the party’s top potential vote- 
getter, the San Francisco Chronicle said 
today. 
The poll showed Hayakawa could win 
just about any contest scheduled for 
the 1970 elections if voting were held 
now The exception was the governor’s 
race, 
where incumbent Ronald Reagan 
had a very slight edge, the Democrats 
said. 
The private poll showed the acting 
president of San Francisco State Col­ 
lege would trounce Sen. George Murphy 
or State Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction Max Rafferty, both incumbent 
Republicans. 
The survey, conducted by a profession­ 
al opinion — sampling group, showed 
Hayakawa would also beat Mayor Joseph 
Alioto of San Francisco or Assembly­ 
man Jess I'nruh in a Democratic primary 
for governor 
Hayakawa said he had nothing to do 
with the sampling. 
“ I have no idea why the poll was tak- 
en, ” he said “ People do these things 
It was done totally independently of me, 
and I have not read the results. 
“ I have not thought about running for 
public office and I can't think about it 
because I am too busv here ”

PALM SPRINGS. Calif (UPI) - Hun­ 
dreds of students and hippies, many of 
whom had been cavorting nude, streamed 
out of town today after police swept 
through picturesque TahquitzCanyon and 
routed 2,500 squatters. 
This fashionable desert winter resort 
was reported calm although police said 
about 
13,000 Faster vacationers re­ 
mained in the community in the face of 
a “ firm but fair” policy from authori­ 
ties 
The 
canyon campers were routed 
Thursday after police warned them from 
a helicopter they were trespassing on 
Indian lands 
More than 250 officers armed with 
riot guns, tear gas, riHes and gas masks 
swept up the canyon on foot and horse­ 
back Thursday, routing the motley tend 
that had occupied the area since Iasi 
weekend. 
Police met little resistance as they 
walked up the 1! 2 -mile canyon, turned 
around and walked back flown, herding the 
squatters before them 
They used tear gas to dlscourage some 
youths who tried to roll boulders down 
onto the police officers but no other 
incidents occurred. 
Most of the campers straggled obedi­ 
ently out of the canyon as the officers 
watched quietly in their “ fair but firm 
policy.” Thirteen persons were arrested 
and authorities reported no injuries 
An estimated 1,000 were still holed 
up on the upper slopes today and police 
prepared to send in a party mountain­ 
eers to flush them out. 
This community, called by some a 
"m illionaires 
playground,” was re­ 
ported quiet today 
The population of 
vacationers, estimated at 20,00^ earlier 
in the week, was down to about 13,000.

Lompoc Valley property owners will 
be tossing away the equivalent of about 
$140 or more per homeowner if they 
fail to file current property tax rebate and 
assessment exemption forms. 
"W e’re in an inflationary period, and 
money isn’t worth nearly as much as it 
was — but that’s no reason to toss perhaps 
$140 or more away by sheer neglect to 
file two simple statements with the 
county assessor’s office,” is the way 
one county official puts it. 
Many people will be doing just that, 
if they don’t file signed forms for the 
$70 property tax refund and the 1969-70 
assessed valuation exemption by April 
15, says Charles Brown, of the asses­ 
sor’s office. 
"Tim e is growing short, and we fig­ 
ure that the way the situation is devel­ 
oping now that many thousands of pay­ 
ments will not be made that should be 
made for one reason or another,” said 
Brown, who has been intrusted with over­ 


seeing the program by County Assessor 
Harry Holmquist. 
In addition to indications that many 
filings simply will not be made, Brown 
said that about one of every ten forms 
being mailed in to his office contain 
mistakes and are being returned for cor­ 
rection 
Common errors made include failure 
to sign both the white and pink forms, 
filings made on wrong properties, fil­ 
ings for property not owned as of lien 
date, social security numbers left out, 
non-occupany filings (the claimant must 
show the home is a principal residence 
as well as owning it), and filings made 
on more than one property per person. 
Brown emphasized that April 15 is a 
strict cut-off date Filings must be in the 
hands of the assessor by then. 
This will give Holmquist’s augmented 
office staff of clerks and typists time to 
process the mountain of filings. 
Also, it will enable the county to for- 
ward to the state the magnetic tape rec­ 
ords showing the state to whom to send 


$70 rebates and whom to credit with 
1969-70 assessed valuation reductions 
of $750. 
Compucenters, Inc., 
of Goleta, has 
been called in to help expedite the 
county assessor’s work. It has a special 
optical scanner that is needed to have 
the county’s assignment completed by 
May 15 
Brown said the County Data Processing 
Department is supervising the project by 
Compucenters, Inc. The optical scanner 
program is under Ronald A Zuckerman, 
director of the Goleta firm 's graphic 
system. The program is helping to 
cut down on county costs and to get 
the magnetic tape records to the state 
controller in time, Brown showed. 
Brown emphasized that property own­ 
e r’s shouldn’t take lightly the filing to 
get the $750 assessed valuation exemp­ 
tion next year. 
“ With many code area tax rates today 
at $10 and some as high as $11 per $100 
of assessed valuation, this can mean $75 
saving or more on the tax b ill,” he 


declared 
That would be on top of the 
$70 rebate this year 
Holmquist and Brown readily admit 
that theirs is a monumental task, un­ 
like anything done before by the asses­ 
sor's office 
More than 47,000 forms have been mail­ 
ed out after being addressed by the Data 
Processing Department 


If everyone received his $70 rebate, 
it would amount to $3,290,000 or moré 
plus millions mo re to be credited through 
assessment exemptions the following 
year But Brown estimates perhaps 35,- 
000 to 40,000 filings will be made. 
The county budget contains $36,205 
for the assessor to meet costs of han­ 
dling the program this year 


The state will reimburse the county 
50 cents per valid claim on the 1968 
tax rebate. 
But Brown says that as of now the 
county is likely to be spending in the 
area of 80 cents in establishing each 
claim 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Federal 
Reserve has ordered a drastic double 
attack on inflation, 
forcing banks to 
keep more deposits in reserve and to pay 
more for borrowing. 
The action was designed to shrink the 
supply of credit at a time the economy 
shows little sign of cooling off. 
In an unprecedented combined order, 
the system’s seven-man board of govern­ 
ors and 11 of its 12 main banks Thurs­ 
day approved a C per cent increase in 
both deposit reserve requirements and 
in the discount rate it charges member 
banks for short-term loans. 


The action by the nation’s central bank­ 
ing network gives much-needed support 
to Nixon Administration efforts to brake 
the inflationary spiral of prices, interest 
rates and wages of the last two years. 
A statement by the board called the 
action "a further move against infl^. 
tion.” The double-edged approach 
is 
aimed at drying up the amount of money 
banks will have on hand to pump into 
the nation's already overexpanded eco­ 
nomy. 


The order calls on big city banks be­ 
longing to the system to hike the per­ 
centage of demand deposits they hold in 
reserve from 16* 2 to 17 per cent up to 
$5 million in deposits and from 17 to 
17' 2 per cent above that. Smaller mem­ 
ber (tanks will Increase reserves from 
12 to 12' 2 per cent and from IZ12 to 13 
per cent on deposits in the same range. 
The 17'2 per cent lim it is the highest 
since 1960 and will take effect on April 
17, Federal Reserve spokesmen said. 


The other half of the order will see 
the 11 main Federal Reserve banks im­ 
mediately increase the discount Interest 
rate from 5V2 to 6 per cent on loans 
made to commercial 
banks wanting to 
meet the reserve requirement on depo­ 
sits. 
Raising the discount rate is intended 
to discourage commercial bankers from 
making loans at current inflationary 
rates if the loans cut into their deposit 
reserves. T 'e 6 per cent rite was last 
levied during the summer of 1929 be­ 
fore the stock market crash that began 
the great depression of the 1930’s. 


Boosting 
the reserve requirement 
means nearly 6,000 national and state 
tanks in the system w ill have to set 
aside as much as $650 million which oth­ 
erwise 
could have been fed into the 
economy. 
The action coincides with an earlier 
announcement this week by the Nixon Ad­ 
ministration that it plans to cut an ad­ 
d itio n 
$3 
to $4 billion from fed­ 
eral s/ending plans for the year ahead 
to brirg inflation under control.

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Salt water conversion 
plan told by developer 


Macco. Corp., of Newport 
Beach revealed plans this week 
for a $2L. million salt water 
conversion plant which could 
provide a needed supplemental 
water supply for its proposed 
large residential and recreat­ 
ional community of some 15,700 
envisioned for the 14,000 acre 
Hollister Ranch property west 
of Gaviota. 
Further details of the pro­ 
posed huge development were 
provided the County Planning 
Commission during a two-hour 
public hearing on the Macco 
Corporation’s 
request for a 
county masterplan amendment 
to provide for such a commun­ 
ity. 
However, 
the 
commission 
m em bers decided to continue 
the hearing two weeks to April 
16 to get legal advise on Macco’s 
projKised bonding program and 
further information. 
Commissioner Robert Lilley, 
of Lompoc, who had made the 
motion for continuance, said 
he felt it was “ doubtful if a 
decision can be reached then.” 
Commissioners have felt from 
the start that the project could 
be stymied by lack of water 
to serve such a big community 
which could not depend on shar­ 
ing in State Project water or 
Lompoc 
Project 
water. The 
commission was 
told that the 
community at full development 
would need about two million 
gallons of water per day and 
that present well capacity and 
utilizing stream runoff would 
leave 1.3 million gallons daily 
to be produced. 
The salt water conversion 
plant would be the answer, it was 
felt by Macco water specialists 
Charles H. Shaller. He 
said 
it would be electrically generat­ 
ed. 
Shaller added, though, that if 
the proposal of Southern Cal­ 
ifornia Edison Co. to build a 
nuclear-powered facility on a 
site just west of the Macco 
pro|)erty became a reality, use 
of any desalted water it pro- 
tluced could be helpful in re­ 
ducing the Macco Corp. expen- 
titures and cost of water to the 
Macco lotowners. 
Shaller felt the water devel­ 
opment prf>gram could add a 
$10 monthly water bill to lot 
owners (Ml the development. 
Other Macco Corp. officials, 
including vice-president, Pat­ 
rick S. Munn, testified that 
creaticMi of a County Service 
Area, which would be controlled 
by county supervisors, seem­ 
ingly would be advantageous in 
providing basic services. 
Also, it is shown, the p ro 
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jected phased program could 
be financed by general oblig­ 
ation bonds. 
But com m issioners had their 
doubts. Andrew T. Petersen, 
of Santa Ynez, wondered about 
the impact on Vista Del Mar 
and other 
school districts. 
Eugene Sexton, of Goleta Val­ 
ley, frankly said he was “ scared 
a bit in thinking of the impact 
of 
this 
on 
the 
rest of 
the county.” 
The Commission chairman 
Richard M. Clare, Santa Maria, 
told Munn he felt “ the ghost of 
the Embarcedero project still 
haunts us,” referring to the fin­ 
ancial trouble of the housing de­ 
velopment in Western 
Goleta 
Valley that went on the rocks 
with a huge bonding program. 
Drill regs 
adequate 
says state 


SACRAMENTO (UPl) - A 
state oil official says n e w l y 
adopted federal offshore drill­ 
ing safety rules are “pretty 
adequate” to help avert an oil 
leak such as the one which oc­ 
curred in the Santa Barbara 
Channel. 
F. E. Kasline, chief of the 
state Division of Oil and Gas, 
made the ob.servation Thur.sday 
under questioning at a meeting 
of the state Water Quality Con­ 
trol Board. 
The new restrictions were 
adojjted by Interior Secretary 
Walter Hickel in the wake of a 
disastrous offshore oil leak in 
the Santa Barbara Channel in 
February. But Santa Barbara 
County 
Supervisor 
George 
Clyde announced plans to file 
suit to halt resumption of oil 
drilling on federal lea.ses in 
the channel. 
Kasline said the federal re­ 
strictions 
were adopted after 
comsultation with .state officials 
wtio believe their drilling rules 
are stricter than those of the 
federal government. 
But Kerry W. Mulligan, board 
chairman, said he had been un­ 
able to see a copy of the new 
rules. He said their adopt ion by 
Hickel was handled “ very mys­ 
teriously.” 
He asked Kasline whether the 
state was 
.with the 
new regulations. 
Kasline replied he had not re­ 
viewed the rules completely but 
added, ‘the revised federal reg­ 
ulations are pretty adequate.” 
He said “ many of the sugges­ 
tions we had made were adopt­ 
ed into the new regulations,” in­ 
cluding a recommendation that 
well 
casing be extended to 
greater depths. 
The board earlier had urged 
the federal government to in­ 
clude state representatives in 
development of touplier drilling 
rules and asked that the .state 
be allowed to review them be­ 
fore adoption. Kasline indicated 
Hickel adopted the rules with­ 
out 
first 
receiving comment 
from the state.

SAIGON (UPI>-Allied head­ 
quarters today listed 24 U.S. 
and South Vietnamese soldiers 
dead and 53 injured in the worst 
helicopter crash of the Vietnam 
War. The nationwide Commu­ 
nist offensive dropped to its 
lowest level of intensity. 
The w ar’s costliest copter 
mishap occurred Wednesday in 
South Vietnam’s far northwest 
corner when a CH47 Chinook 
lifting the Allied soldiers from a 
combat sweep snagged a tree 
and plummeted to earth, the 
announcement said. 
One of the dead and four of 
the wounded were American 
troopers. The other casualties 
were 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
irregulars they had led as part 
of Operation Maine Crag, aimed 
at blocking Communist supply 
roads into the area from Laos. 
Military spokesmen said the 
helicc^ter went down 10 miles 
south-southeast of the M arines’

Khe Sanh combat base. 
There were no reports that it 
was shot down by Communist 
ground fire, although the North 
Vietnamese in that area repor­ 
tedly have antiaircraft guns. 
Not far from the crash site 
today, U.S. Marines beat off a 
ground attack by 130 Commu­ 
nists and reported killing 15 of 
them. Two Leathernecks died in 
the fight before dawn, according 
to m ilitary reports from the 
scene. 
In Saigon, headquarters re­ 
ported 10 overnight Communist 
salvos into cities and m ilitary

County files petition to 
halt new oil drilling 


Deputy County Counsel John 
Mitchell said late Thursday his 
office will file a petition with 
the U S District Court in Los 
Angeles Friday morning seek­ 
ing a permanent injunction to 
have newly resumed oil drilling 
banned in the Santa Barbara 
Channel. 
The city of Santa Barbara 
and the county are the plaintiffs 
in the unusual court action which 
will test constitutionality of the 
Outer Continental Shelf Act un- 
der which the Interior Depart­ 
ment issues its now controver­ 
sial offshore drilling regula­ 
tions. 
Mitchell 
disclosed for the 
first time the actual defendants 
in the suit. The city-county suit 
asks for relief from “ abuse of 
discretion to permit drilling” 
naming as defendants Interior 
Secretary Walter J. Hickel, U S 
Geological Survey oil and gas 
division chief D W Solanas; two 
drilling companies, and a host 
of oil companies having Federal 
leases. 
Oil companies named are Un­ 
ion, Pauley, Mobil, Phillips, 
Gulf, Texaco, Atlantic - Rich­ 


field, 
Standard 
and Humble. 
Drilling companies named are 
Western Offshore and the Peter 
Bawden company. 
Mitchell said the oil compan­ 
ies named include those now ac­ 
tually drilling and those “ who 
have ideas of drilling.” 


The court action is aimed at 
having the 
court declare un­ 
constitutional the OSC Act. The 
petition claims the act is not 
constitutional because it gives 
excessive power to the Inter­ 
ior Department that results in 
violation of due process of law 
by failure to have public hear­ 
ings on regulations to be set 
for offshore drilling. 


The suit will contend it was 
lack of proper regulations—and 
lack of 
supervision — which 
caused the .big Union Oil Co. 
leakage which still goes on in 
the channel.

are seeking a speedy three- 
judge hearing in District Court,

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Drug reactions in skin said serious problem

NEW YORK (UPI)—There is 
surface trouble in the legitimate 
drug world, too-where doctors 
apply drugs to the illness of 
their patients. 3ut this troubled 
surface is the drug-takers’ skin 
rather than the social fabric 
disrupted by heroin, LSD and 
pot. 
Serious drug reactions in the 
skin are increasing both in 
number and in complexity, said 
Drs. Robert M. Adams and 
Eugene M. Farber who are 
dermatologists, that is, skin 
specialists. It used to be, as 


recently as 30 years ago, that 
such reactions were rare. 
But now a dermatologist when 
confronted by a skin eruption 
asks what drugs the man has 
been taking-4egimately. It used 
to be 
most reactions were 
caused by compounds contain­ 
ing aresenic. Now there are 
more than 
40 diseases 
or 
symptom complexes of the skin 
resulting from untoward reac­ 
tions to a large number of 
properly 
prescribed 
drugs. 
The increase is due to the 
specificity and the potency of 
the newer drugs, said Adams 
and Farber of Stanford Univer­ 


sity, 
Palo 
Alto, 
Calif., 
in 
lecturing doctors in the techni­ 
cal journal, “ Postgraduate M&- 
dicine.” 
“ As a result of specificity, a 
drug’s reaction may be fun­ 
damental in body chemistry and 
the effect can be far-reaching 
and 
sometimes 
bewildering 
complex. Potency may be so 
great that the margin of safety 
is narrow.’’ 
Another troublesome factor is 
the quirky human one. “ Some 
patients,” they said, “ may be 
receiving medication from four 
or five different physicians at 
one time.” What it all means 


that a doctor must “ use the 
greatest care in prescribing any 
drug.” 


To dermatology these untow­ 
ard skin reactions are “ derma- 
titis mendicamentosa.” Among 
the most common of them are 
reactions in the skin between a 
drug and light, usually direct 
sunlight but sometimes light 
filtered through a window or 
from 
overhead 
fluorescent 
tubes. 


They listed 37 drugs of 12 
classes—among them, antibio. 
ers, “ sunscreens,’’ estrogenic 
substances in “ the pill,” and 


germicidal agents-which have 
been implicated in these “ photo 
toxic” reactions that usually 
take the form of “ an exaggerat­ 
ed sunburn.” 
Other skin reactions 
can 
cause baldness and a few can 
be life-threatening, 
including 
one 
which 
mimics cancer. 
Fortunately these still are “ so 
rare a physician may practice 
medicine 
for 
years 
before 
encountering 
any 
of 
them. 
Knowledge of their occurrence 
is nevertheless important bo 
cause prompt recognition is 
sometimes 
lifesaving,” 
they 
said.

Ben 
Franklin was 45 when he did 
his most effective kite flying. 
Robert Fulton was 42 when his 
steamboat first chugged up the 
Hudson River. 
Still, many are reluctant these 
days to predict anyting so grand 
for 
Arnold 
Palm er’s golden 
years. 
Poor old Arnie. Only 
the Titanic has received more 
obituaries. 
Despite winning$l 14,602, two 
tournaments and finishing sev­ 
enth on the PGA money list 
last year, newsmen often treat­ 
ed him like a national disas­ 
ter area. 
"Is Arnold Palm er Through?” 
they asked after he shot 79 and 
m issed the 36-hold cut at the 
M asters. 
"H as Arnie Had His Day?” 
they asked after he finished 
last in the U.S. Open profess­ 
ional field. 
"T he Arnold Palm er Era: 
Is It Over?" they asked as he 
failed again to win a m ajor 
tournament. 
Arnie tried to explain. His 
old confidence was gone. "1 


used to be able to will the 
ball into the hole," he said, 
but his will power has dis­ 
appeared. 
Yet, in a game populated by 
200 healthy bodies with con­ 
siderable 
skills, there are 
still people who expect Arnold 
Palm er to win every week. For 
them, the guy who gave golf 
the biggest life since the wood­ 
en tee still reigns. 
" I ’ve always appreciated that 
kind of support,” Palm er says. 
" It’s 
something 
everybody 
needs.” 
Arnie’s Army is thinning, how­ 
ever. At last look, in fact, Pal­ 
m er was in a mild dilemma be* 
cause— according to the United 
States Golf Association— he 
was playing his worst golf in 
10 years. 
The top 15 players on the 
USGA money list are automat­ 
ically exempt every year since 
1959. 
Now Arnie ib 16th. The pros­ 
pect of AP paired with Mort 
Mortal in the Open sectionals 
surely would shake the faith of 
some. 
Palm er smiled at the pros­ 
pect. " I ’m feeling pretty good,” 
he said. "My hip (bothered by 
bursitis last year) doesn’t hurt 
and I fell that I’m playing fair­ 
ly well. Maybe I won’t have to 
qualify.” 
Maybe. It rem ains obvious, 
however 
that 
the increasing 
number of talented tour play­ 


e rs and the wear and tear of 
slashing at golf balls all his 
life have taken their toll on 
Arnie. 
At 39Va, he has developed 
the kind of double chin that 
age, not fat, produces. The 
furrows in Palm er’s forehead 
do not go away now when he 
stops grinning. 
The magic, however, is still 
there. 
Nobody 
hitches their 
pants like Palmer and, certain­ 
ly, nobody generated the excit­ 
ement Arnie produces with a 
10-foot birdie putt. 
It is on the tee and in the 
fairway, though, that Palmer 
hurts himself, literally. Other 
golfers are as old or older 
than Arnie, but none slings him­ 
self at a golf ball the way he 
does. 
Where 
that 
old smoothie, 
Julius Boros, swings with the 
casual grace of a well-oiled 
gate. Palmer flings himself at 
the ball like a soldier leaping 
to cover a live hand grenade. 
A pattern, then, has been de­ 
veloped. Palmer injures a hip 
or a shoulder, rests, comes 
back and injures something else 
At Doral last month, for ex­ 
ample, he shot 69-68, hurt his 
hip and failed to challenge. 
No one is saying Arnold Pal­ 
m er will never win the big ones 
again, of course.

AN ORDINANCE CALLING A SPECIAL MUNICIPAL BOND 
ELECTION IN THE CITY OF LOMPOC FOR THE PURPOSE 
OF 
SUBMITTING TO THE 
ELECTORS OF THE CITY A 
MEASURE 
OF INCURRING A BONDED INDEBTEDNESS OF 
THE CITY FOR THE CONSTRUCTION AND COMPLETION 
OF A MUNICIPAL IMPROVEMENT, 
TO 
WIT: 
A FERE 
STATION BUILDING; DECLARING THE ESTIMATED COST 
OF SAID MUNICIPAL IMPROVEMENT, THE AMOUNT OF 
THE 
PRINCIPAL 
OF 
SAID INDEBTEDNESS TO BE IN- 
CURRED THEREFOR, AND THE MAXIMUM RATE OF IN- 
TEREST 
TO 
BE 
PAID THEREON; MAKING PROVISION 
FOR 
THE

AND 
COLLECTION OF TAXES- AND 
FIXING THE DATE OF SAID ELECTION, THE MANNER 
OF 
HOLDING 
THE 
SAME, 
ESTABLISHING ELECTION

THEREFOR

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Lompoc by resolution duly passed 
and adopted at a meeting of the Council duly and regularly held, by affirmative 
vote of more than two-thirds of all its members, did determine that the public 
interest and necessity demand the construction and completion at the municipal 
improvement hereinafter mentioned, and did further determine that the cost 
of said proposed municipal improvement will be too great to be paid out of the 
ordinary annual income and revenue of said municipality and that said municipal 
improvement will require an expenditure greater than the amount allowed there­ 
for by the annual tax levy, and will require the incurring of a bonded indebtedness 
thirefor, which resolution No. 1971 was duly entered on the minutes of said 
meettng of the Council, and is now on file and of record in the Clerk’s office of 
said City; 
NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LOMPOC DOES 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 
Section 1. A special municipal bond election shall be and is hereby ordered 
and will be held in the City of Lompoc (hereinafter called “the City” ) on Tues­ 
day, June 3, 1969, at which election shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the City the question of incurring a bonded indebtedness of the City for the 
objects and purposes set forth in the following measure, to wit: 
Shall the City of Lompoc incur a bonded indebtedness 
in the principal amount of $500,000 for the construc­ 
tion and completion of the following municipal improve­ 
ment, to wit: A fire station building together with ap­ 
purtenances, fixtures and furnishings for the housing 
of all or part of the Fire Department to be located on 
city-owned property at the southeast comer of the 
intersection of Maple and “P’ Street, and such addition­ 
al fire prevention and firefighting equipment, machinery 
and structures as is necessary or convenient for the im­ 
provement of fire protection services of the City of Lom­ 
poc? 
The estimated cost of said municipal improvement is the sum of $500,000 
and the amount of the indebtedness proposed to be incurred for said municipal 
improvement is the sum of $500,000. 
Said estimated cost hereinabove stated for said municipal improvement in­ 
cludes legal and all other fees incidental to or connected with the authoriza­ 
tion, issuance and sale of the bonds evidencing the indebtedness proposed to be 
incurred for such municipal improvement and the costs of printing said bonds 
and all other costs and expenses incidental to or connected with the authoriza­ 
tion, Issuance and sale of said bonds. 
Section 2. The Council does hereby submit to the qualified electors of the City 
at said special municipal bond election said measure set forth in Section 1 of 
this ordinance, and designates and refers to said measure in the form of ballot 
hereinafter prescribed for use at said election. 
(a) Said special municipal bond election shall be held and conducted, and the 
votes thereof canvassed, and the returns thereof made, and the result thereof 
ascertained and determined, as herein provided; and in all particulars not pre­ 
scribed by this ordinance, said election shall be held as provided by law for the 
holding of municipal elections in the City. 
(b) All persons qualified to vote at municipal elections in the City upon the 
date of the election herein provided for shall be qualified to vote upon the mea­ 
sures submitted at said special municipal bond election. 
(c) The polls at the polling places hereinafter designated shall be opened at 
7:00 o clock A.M. of said day of election and shall be kept open continuously 
thereafter until 7:00 o’clock P.M. of said day of election, when the polls shall be 
closed (except as provided in Section 14436 of the Elections Code), and the elec­ 
tion officers shall thereupon proceed to canvass the ballots cast thereat. 
(d) For the conduct of said special municipal bond election, the City is here­ 
by divided into 15 special election precincts set forth herein, each of which shall 
comprise one or more of the general state and county election precincts into 
which the City is divided for general state and county election purposes, as fol­ 
lows: The special election precincts hereinafter designated by numbers each 
comprises one or more of the general election precincts into which the City is 
divided for general state and county election purposes and the general election 
precincts hereinafter referred to by number comprise the general electioo pre­ 
cincts as numbered (and so designated by number) for general state and county 
election purposes in the City by the Board of Supervisors of Santa Barbara Coun­ 
ty, State of California. Reference is hereby made to the records of the Board of 
Supervisors of said County establishing general election precincts in the City 
as the same are now on file in the office of the County Clerk at said County for 
a more particular description of said general election precincts as so named 
or numbered.

Gravity Is 
A Weighty 
Problem 
For NASA

WASHINGTON—(N E A)— 
There are these little things 
about 
gravity that you’ve 
probably 
been 
taking 
for 
granted. 
Like the last time you took 
a shower, did the w ater come 
out of the nozzle and just 
float aim lessly around the 
room? 
The last tim e you got a 
haircut, did the trim m ings 
hang in the air and get in 
your eyes, nose and mouth? 
Those are just a few of the 
problem s 
facing the 
men 
who e n g i n e e r A m erica’s 
space travel plans. And so 
far they've only scratched 
the surface in dealing with 
them, due to the brevity of 
space flights to date. 
The personal comforts of 
space travel will get new at­ 
tention in the next phase of 
exploration—the Apollo Ap­ 
plications Program. It in­ 
volves placing space stations 
in earth orbit with crews that 
will serve tours up to two 
months 
in 
length. 
Unless 
some improvements in per­ 
sonal comfort are made, it 
will be like circling the world 
nonstop in a Spad. 
Take it from a man who 
knows. Col. Frank Borman, 
who com m anded the Apollo 
8 flight around the moon: 
“ We have to realize that 
when you put a man in orbit 
for 60 days or longer, you 
have to pay more attention 
than we have in the past to 
his basic creature comforts. 
“ I think we need to con­ 
cern ourselves with proper 
engineering for better body 
waste disposal systems. We 
have to provide showers, and 
some form of entertainm ent 
—television or canned tapes. 
We have to look into better 
food.” 
Astronauts can be very 
stoic for limited periods of 
time. 
But o v e r extended 
periods certain discomforts 
can not only irritate them, it 
can affect their actual per­ 
formance. 
Creating an artificial grav­ 
ity in a space vehicle would 
solve many of the problems, 
but it would also complicate 
construction a n d increase 
weight greatly. 
I think the 
consensus is that we have 
not yet identified any physi- 
o l o g i c a l requirem ent for 
artificial gravity," said I)r. 
Edward McLaughlin of the 
Space. Medicine section of 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 
But without gravity, there 
is the food problem. 
“ None of the astronauts 
have been happy with it,” 
adm its Robert Lohman of 
NASA’s Advanced Missions 
section. 
NASA r e c o g n i z e s that 
much of m an’s pleasure and 
satisfaction in eating comes 
from the process of eating, 
not just the ending <#hunger. 
Squeezing liquid turkey and 
dressing out of a cellophane 
bag into your mouth just 
isn’t all that exciting. 
Nor is cleaning yourself 
every day with a dry chem i­ 
cal wash pad. Nor trying to 
sleep strapped down in a 
bunk while your crew m em ­ 
bers are chatting and work­ 
ing within easy earshot. Nor 
will joking with ground con­ 
trol pass for recreation over 
two m onths’ time. 
Long hair and beards may 
be in style, but they become 
a functional problem when 
they begin prickling the lips 
and m aking an astronaut un­ 
pleasant in appearance to his 
long-term captive com rades. 
NASA is looking into it all. 
“But,” 
says 
Lohman, 
“ I 
must say we just don’t have 
that many good ideas going 
for us.”

We do not believe that this guarantee can come about except 
through one order — an absolute halt to oil drilling on federal 
and state leases in the channel. 
Irreparable damage has occurred to the economy of our 
county, particularly to our multi-million dollar tourist economy. 
It makes no sense to allow the continuance of a devastating 
problem when the problem can be solved.

Chess memories 


Stories about chess are legion. Dis­ 
counting all those that picture a couple 
of bearded octogenarians playing a game 
with cobwebs linking their respective 
heads, we could come up with some good 
ones if we had written them down for 
posterity. 
There are 
some 
immensely 
funny 
ones However, most 
of those I like to re­ 
member 
are 
those 
from my own experi­ 
ence. 
Most of them 
are not funny so much 
as they are interest­ 
ing. 
I recall a fascina­ 
ting 
incident 
that 
came 
to 
light 
in 
games played between a team from the 
Amalgamated Lithographers of America, 
Local 22. and one from the Jet Pro­ 
pulsion Laboratory. It was about the time 
of the first historic shots from the 
then Cape Canaveral, Fla. We could al­ 
ways tell when a shot was imminent: 
the JP L team would cancel the match 
because the entire chess team would be 
enroute to the launching site in Florida. 
It the chess match came off we knew there 
was no shot imminent. 
I recall many warm stories about the 
late Herman Steiner, former U S Chess 
Champion and until his death chess edi­ 
tor of the Los Angeles Times. Herman 
was a big man and handsome as a movie 
star. He had created a chess club in an 
old coach house at the rear of his state­ 
ly mansion on Formosa Dr., in Los An­ 
geles 
He called the club, 
the Hollywood 
Chess Group, and it was successful in 
attracting all the leading chess talent in 
the area. Herman was an explosive man 
I remember on one occasion he threaten­ 


ed to throw a couple of teenagers down 
the narrow flight of stairs if they didn’t 
quiet down and play the game with some 
decorum. The teenagers complied, be­ 
cause 
they 
apparently knew Herman 
meant what he said. 
At one time or another most of the 
chess players famous around the world 
stopped by to visit and play chess. It 
was in this atmosphere that Mr. and Mrs. 
Gregor Piatagorski began their long and 
faithful patronage of chess. Gregor of 
course is the internationally famous cel­ 
list. 
Herman died I believe on a Friday 
night. He had played to a draw, or a tie 
game in the opening of the California 
State Chess Tournament, and went to his 
home up front, complaining of a head­ 
ache, He died a short while later and 
the assembled chess players terminated 
the tournament. 
I like the little quip Gregor used a 
couple of years ago in Santa Monica at 
the opening of an international chess 
tournament he and his wife were sponsor­ 
ing. Gregor is a big man. He speaks with 
an accent and has a wonderful sense of 
humor. In a brief comment before the 
tournament got under way he told the 
large audience: “ In the world of music 
they call me ‘Gregor Piatagorski,’; in 
the world of chess they call me: ‘Mrs. 
Piatagorski’s husband.’ ” 
Herman’s widow was continuing her in­ 
terest in chess although as far as I 
know had never been deeply involved in 
playing the game. She was serving that 
day as one of the hostesses for the 
crowd that had come to see the world 
chess champion and America’s great­ 
est, Bobby Fischer 
One of the fondest memories I have 
resulted from playing postal or corres­ 
pondence chess. You send your moves 
to your opponent by a postcard. It sounds 


rather belabored, but I found otherwise. 
I played as many as 12 games at the 
same time and every day I ’d get a couple 
cards with moves that had to be an­ 
swered. It finally got so time consuming 
that I gave it up, but it wasn’t easy. 
The whole procedure had developed a 
fascination for me. One of my opponents, 
I recall was in England. We sent our 
moves back and forth by lightweight a ir­ 
mail envelopes. There was a limit of 
three days in which to answer, and on one 
occasion I overran the time and I got an 
airm ail from my English opponent, ask­ 
ing if I was ill. The note he sent along 
sounded as though he was really concern­ 
ed about my health. 
One of the most interesting sidelights 
of my own chess experience was in 
playing blindfold chess. That’s chess with 
your back turned to the board. Anyone 
can do it. 
All these thoughts come to mind this 
week as we prepare to stage the grand 
opening of the Lompoc Valley Chess Club. 
If you play chess or are just interested 
call me, the club needs you.

HONG KONG,—The professional China 
watchers in this glittering, opulent out­ 
post are working three shifts to try to 
get a reading on the struggle between 
the two Communist Goliaths. It is guess­ 
work at best, for beyond the borders 
of the British crown colony 700,000,000 
Chinese are sealed in an implacable 
Dictatorship. 
Efforts to send in 
observers, 
agents, 
call them what you 
will, invariably end 
in failure. The guess­ 
work is based, there-'

fore, 
on threshing 
— 
, 
through the mass of

dreary 
propaganda 
W 
out of Peking, read- 
• 
ing between the lines 
of the newspapers for 
clubs, interviewing the diplomats, bus­ 
inessmen and the few journalists who 
come out. Escapees have also been a 
source of information, although in re­ 
cent weeks very few have got through 
the barrier of armed guards. 
With the reservation that it is guess- 
work several conclusions emerge as to 
the struggle between Moscow and Pek­ 
ing. First, all the evidence points to 
China’s extreme caution in not provok­ 
ing any large-scale Soviet attack. While 
the hate barrage has been furious and 
the Russian leaders branded as the 
“ new czars” with a call for their over­ 
throw, the demonstrations outside the 
Soviet Embassy have been held in check. 
Demonstrators were kept at a distance 
of a hundred yards from the embassy. 
China’s fears are centered on the 
meeting of Communist parties of the 
world that the Kremlin has put together 
for June. If 
a resolution can be push­ 
ed through branding the Chinese as here­ 
tics the Kremlin may feel free to move. 
The invasion of Czechoslovakia sent a 
shock wave of fear through the little 
group of men who, under Mao Tse-Tung, 
hold the reins of power. 
It 
is 
not 
that Peking expects a 
Prague - type 
action. 
In the border 
provinces of Sinkiang and inner Mongo­ 
lia, however, are ethnic groups, the 
Kawhaks and the Ugirs, yith close ties 
with their fellows in the Soviet Union. 
Conceivably they could be whipped up to 
cause major trouble for the Chinese and 
a bloody repression would increase the 
risk of direct Soviet intervention. 
Moreover, China’s nuclear weapons 
and missile center is at Lopnor in Sink­ 
iang province. The Chinese do not rule 
out, observers here believe, the possi­ 
bility of a Soviet pre-emptive strike to 
destroy the nuclear center. That is why 
work at Lopnor has been speeded up. 
Intelligence estimates at the highest 
level differ on what happened at Lopnor 
during the two-year upheaval brought on 
by the Red guards revolution. According 
to one source, the nuclear center was 
virtually untouched by the disruption. 
Peking bent every effort to keep the 
contagion of violence out of the center 
that has the highest priority for China’s 
prestige before the world. 
Another source credits reports of 
hoodlumism, even in the sacred precincts 
of science and technology essential to 
progress at Lopnor. Physicists wearing 
dunce caps were paraded through the 
streets in proof of their bourgeois re­ 
visionist tendencies. The upheaval spill­ 
ed over into the ministries in Peking 
responsible for the nuclear center. Chou 
En-Lai, who carried most of the burden 
during the Red guards revolution for 
keeping some semblance of order in 
the bureaucracy, gave a clear warning 
in a public speech. 
“ Do you realize,” he said, “ that you 
are holding up the defenses of your 
country?” 
On the nuclear timetable the gen­ 
eral agreement is that China will have 


an intermediate - range missile with a 
nuclear warhead by 1974 or ’75. Four to 
five years later will see an opera­ 
tional ICBM, and China will be pre­ 
pared to defy the world. Mao is report­ 
ed to have said that is in a nuclear ex­ 
change 
two or three hundred million 
Chinese were killed there would still 
be a population surviving larger than 
anywhere else on the globe and suffi­ 
cient to restore the Communist order 
and dominate the earth. 
Thus time is running out and there 
may be good reason for Peking to fear 
a pre-emptive strike by the Russians. 
Alongside the prospect of such a holo­ 
caust, the skirmishing across the Ussuri 
river on the remote border between the 
two powers is pre-World War I stuff. 
The contested island of Damansky is 
little more than a sand bar which dis­ 
appears at flood time, according to the 
Japanese who once held the area. Both 
China and Russia have greatly increased 
their forces along the border. One esti­ 
mate puts Soviet troop strength at 300,- 
000 on the eastern border. 
Yet the accepted judgment is that open 
warfare on any sizable scale is not in 
the cards for the foreseeable future. 


For the doctrinaire Communist this is a 
religious war with totally opposed views 
on the holy writ of Marxism - Lennin- 
ism and how to bring about world rev­ 
olution. 


This is nowhere more evident than 
in the dispute between Peking and Mos 
cow over the Vietnam war. Peking was 
bitterly opposed to the Paris talks and 
used every possible pressure to keep 
Hanoi from going to Paris. China’s 
propaganda lectures Hanoi on the “ per­ 
fidy” of Soviet aid and the “ peace talks 
fraud.” 


China nevertheless continues to supply 
about 40 per cent of the total support 
for North Vietnam to Russia’s 60 per 
cent. China has sent from 200,000 to 
250,000 AK-47 recoilless rifles for the 
Communist force, a weapon comparing 
favorably with the M-16 rifle the United 
States is providing for the South Viet­ 
namese. 
So, for all the sound and fury of 
their propaganda war, Peking and Mos­ 
cow are still partners in frustrating 
the wicked imperialists in Vietnam.
